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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ruth et al '372. 

Note the attachment at 7 with a valve and a single projecting portion 16 to open 
and close the valve. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1,2 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over either Newton '568 or Wagner '995, both of record, in view of Soltesz et al '321 . 

Applicant has amended the claims to recite that there is only a single aperture in 
a wall of the attachment member which receives a projecting portion. However Soltesz 
et al teach that a valve portion may have a singe aperture with a single projecting 
portion at 33 and knob at 34. To have merely formed the valve means of either Newton 
or Wagner with a single aperture having a singe projection portion with a knob to push 
and pull the portion to open and close the valve means would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Soltesz et al. 
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3. Claims 3, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Chaffin '452, of 
record. 

To have further provided the projecting portion with a biasing spring in the 
manner taught by Chaffin for ease of operation would have been obvious. Note the 
flanges 42 of Chaffin in the recess. 

4. Claims 10 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments, see page 7 of the amendment, filed 10/31/05, with 
respect to the objection to the reference numeral in the drawing and 1 12 rejection of 
claims 8-1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection and rejection 
of the claims has been withdrawn. 

However the drawings are still considered to be informal with rough and blurred 

lines. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 6-9 and 1 1 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Claims 3 and 4 have 
been canceled. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other valve arrangements.
